concord’? over the major question of papal 
primacy were reported here by an official 
dialogue group of Lutheran and Catholic 
theologians. 


“We find ourselves persuaded that barriers 
are not as insuperable as they were previously 
considered,” the 24 American participants said 
in a statement issued at the conclusion of the 
15th in a series of doctrinal discussions. 


The three-day dialogue involved discussion of 
the papacy as ‘‘a form of ministry in the 
universal Church’’ ard was limited to the 
question of primacy — the position of first rank 
given to the Pope. 


“NO ATTEMPT HAS as yet been made to 
enter into the question of papal infallibility,”’ the 
statement noted. ‘‘We believe this limitation of 
the scope of our discussion is historically 
justified. Primacy was an issue centuries before 
papal infallibility became a dogma.”’ 


During the dialogue, the statement said, 
“Lutherans have become much more aware of 
the need for a ministry serving the Church’s 
unity and mission, while Catholics increasingly 
see the necessity of a more nuanced un- 
derstanding of the role of the papacy. 


“It is possible for both loyal Lutherans and 
loyal Catholics to envision new possibilities of 
concord. God is calling our Churches to draw 
closer together, and it is our hope and prayer 
that our joint statement of universal ministry 
and papal primacy may make some contribution 
to that end.”’ 

PAPAL PRIMACY. was the latest of several 
subjects in which the Catholic and Lutheran 


theologians reported they found common ground 
in discussing positions which have been strongly 
contested in the past. 


Earlier, they said, they found themselves ‘‘in 
fundamental accord on the Nicene Creed and the 
Christological center of the faith as well as on 
baptism, the eucharist and the eucharistic 
ministry.” 


Discussion at the session here centered on the 
first draft of the common statement that, it is 
hoped, will be completed next year on universal 
ministry and papal primacy. ° 


THE CATHOLIC-Lutheran dialogue is being 
sponsored by the U.S.A. National Committee of 
the Lutheran World Federation and by the 
Committee for Ecumenical and Interreligious

_ Priests’ senate supports farm workers

THE SENATE of Priests . 


of the diocese went on record 
last week opposing 
Proposition 22 (farm labor 
initiative) on the November 
ballot. 


Meeting at St. Charles 
Borromeo hall, Thursday, 
following the summer 
recess, the senate voted 
unanimously to support the 
migrant and seasonal farm 
workers in their fight against 
the proposition. 


Under the initiative the. 


rights of the farm workers 
would be denied, according 
to Father Edward 
Brockhaus, who spoke to the 
senate as chairman of the 
justice and peace com- 
mittee. 


THE SENATE, opposed 
the initiative “because it will 
weaken the efforts of the 
poorest people in our state as 
they seek to win a measure 
of dignity and justice.” 


The priests further urged 
“all men and women of 
goodwill who care about the 
cause of justice to oppose, as 


SACRAMENTO — All of 
California’s 14 bishops 
signed a statement calling on 
voters to reject state Prop. 
22 — the farm labor initiative 
— on the November ballot. 

The bishops said the 
proposition “‘deviates so 
widely from a just and 
equitable approach to set- 
tling agricultural labor 
problems, that if adopted, it 
will undoubtedly create far 
more serious tensions and 
difficulties than it attempts 
to solve.” 

They charged that the 
proposition ‘‘so restricts the 
farm workers’ freedom of 


bad law, the proposition.” 


Father Brockhaus pointed 
out that under the terms of 
the initiative workers could 
be precluded from votng in 
any secret ballot elections on 
grounds which militate 
against them. It particularly 
would affect adversely the 
rights of seasonal workers. 


HE REMINDED the 
senate of the views of the 
U.S. bishops on the basic 
rights of freely founded labor 
unions. 


“These unions should be 
truly able to represent the 
workers and to contribute to 
the proper arrangement of 
economic life,’ said the 
bishops in November 1968. 


The priests discussed the

_ Nota time to keep 


One of the less noble times to be living in the 
United States is in the heat of an election campaign. 
If ever verbal pollution rears its ugly and vociferous 
head — if you will forgive the metaphor — it will in 
the next six weeks, as it has in the past six weeks. 


I blame much of the trivia and trumped up tattle- 
taling of national politics on the media, particularly 
electronic. Issues of great moment like war and peace 
are sidelined while we are regaled by acres of space — 
on TV, on radio and in newsprint — about apparent or 
real illegal activities by either side, or the alleged 
state of their ill-gotten gains. 


One of the least edifying sights, in passing, is that of 
Father John McLaughlin, the White House Jesuit, 
letting forth political spleen on television. He would be 
more effective, if instead of playing politician, he 
returned to his role of praying priest. 


Abortion platform plank 


My comments on abortion here brought a reader’s 
reminder that one party, at least, is unequivocally 
against abortion. In its platform the American In- 
dependent Party clearly states its firm opposition to 
“‘Jiberalize any anti-abortion laws.’’ They are also 
opposed to euthanasia. Unfortunately for my part, I 
find the next item on their platform — freedom from 
gun control — something which does not jibe with a 
philosophy of protecting life. 
~ One of my first public speeches ever in California 
was at Knotts Berry Farm, with John Schmitz, thena 


state senator, at my side. But we have traveled dif-

As we read the story of creation God appears as a tender 
and careful craftsman forming the things of the earth not 
only because they are good but that he might make a placeg.

the garden of Eden, to cultivate and care for it.”’ (Genesis 
2:15) But the Lord demanded respect of man, ‘‘The Lord God 
gave man this order: ‘You are free to eat from any of the 
trees of the garden except the tree of knowledge of good and 
bad.’.”’

National fund drive Oct. 8 
Appeal wants to strengthen black role in Church 


Southern Cross Reporter 


SAN DIEGO‘S inner city 
churches are ‘‘cooperating 
100 per cent” with the first 
national fund drive for black 
Catholics Sunday, Oct. 8. 


This was reported by 
Chancelor Grinston, Jr., 
local representative of the 
National Office for Black 
Catholics, sponsor of the 
campaign to strengthen the 


role of black Catholics in the 


Church. 


Grinston singled out five 
parishes: Christ the King, 
Our Lady of Angels, St. 
Rita’s,; Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart and St. Jude’s. 


WHILE THERE is no 
formal organization for the 
drive in the diocese’s other 
areas, Grinston said, it is 


hoped that parishes will 
cooperate. 
Grinston, member of 


Christ the King parish, noted 
that although the national 
campaign is aimed 
primarily toward the 
country’s black Catholics, it 
welcomes support form all 
people. 


The NOBC, which 
estimates one million black 
Catholics in the country, was 
formed in Washington, D.C., 
in 1970 with a $200,000 grant 
from the U.S. bishops. 


BROTHER Joseph M. 
Davis, . SM, executive 
director of NOBC, said 
“since it is no longer possible 
for the bishops to finance us, 
this is the only avenue open 
to us.” 


He called the special

Bishop Maher 
heads diocese 
three years 


WEDNESDAY, Oct. 4, 
marks the third anniversary 
of Bishop Leo T. Maher’s 
installation in the San Diego 
diocese. 


He was installed in 1969— 
on the feastday of St. Francis 
of Assisi, founder of the- 
Franciscan order—by Arch- 
bishop Luigi Raimondi, 
Apostolic Delegate in the 
US.

As women will. . .

Seventy times forever 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
... about forgiveness and self-pity and 
how the unforgiving heart grows hard 
and deviant. 


Forgive your brother seventy times 
seven times, Jesus told Peter. 
‘Seventy times seven’’ — that Jewish 
metaphor for a limitless number. 
There is no end to the forgiveness God 
requires of his people. 


We repeat it so often ‘in the ‘‘Our 
Father.”’ As we forgive others who do 
us injury, who give us pain, so we may 
expect forgiveness. We are bound to 
forgiveness by the infinite mercy of 
God. 


LOVE, AS YOUR Father loves you. 
Forgive as your Father forgives you. 
The two are interwoven. Where there is 
no forgiveness, love has gone. 
Forgiveness on any scale is possible 
only through love. 


It is precisely in that area of deep 
love that abuse is hardest to forgive. It 
is when we have been prodigal in our 
devotion to another, when our lives 
have been squandered happily, freely 
for someone, that ingratitude and 
disloyalty are like knives in the heart. 


Then it is that grief cries aloud in 
something like anger, and pain causes 
us to lash out in a refusal to believe that 
we are so betrayed. 


BUT BETRAYED we are and two 
courses are open. We may recoil in 


corrosives of bitterness and self-pity. 
They weave the web of our own 
destruction. 


But forgiveness is like balm. Anger, 
self-righteousness and hatred — the 
desire for revenge — fall away like a 
cloak in the act of forgiving. If not 
happiness, at least peace of mind and 
soul rush in to fill the vacated place. 


One thing I have learned of life: in 
love — true Christian love — the sullen, 
petty dwelling on real or imagined 
injury has no part. Even where the 
affront or insult is great, love is still 
capable of compassion and concern. 


‘‘MUCH IS FORGIVEN her, because 
she loved much,” Jesus said of Mary 
Magdalene. Loving much, she must 
also have forgiven much. Of such is the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 


Weak, immature love kills itself in 
the harping on personal slight and the 
projection of blame and fault on 
another. The petty heart sees petty 
injury and seeks petty revenge. Spoiled 
children, whatever their years, may 
build a whole life style, a whole 
relationship on self-pity, and imagine it 
to be loving. 


The truly loving heart cannot be 
denied its expression. It cannot not 
forgive. It would inflict punishment 
only inadvertently, in the manner of 
Christ. The one who strikes at love

Why don't we have more black priests and nuns?

Black Catholics Concerned Sunday is October 8. 
A special appeal is being made for funds to help 
strengthen the Church in the black community. 
This article explains some facts behind the 
appeal. — 


Of the more than 50,000 Catholic priests in 
the United States, 170 are black. Of these 170 
black priests, more than 110 belong to religious 
orders. There are approximately 60 black dioce- 
san priests in the U.S. 5 


Of the 110 black priests belonging to religious 
orders, 55 are members of the Society of the 
Divine Word. 


There are about 200 black seminarians in 
various states of formation. During the summer 
of 1972, eight black men were ordained priests 
in the U.S. : 


Nine hundred of the 150,000 religious women 
in the United States are black. At least 600, or 
more than two thirds of all black religious 
women, belong to three congregations — all 
predominantly black. 


There are some 635 communities of religious 
women in America. Which means that at least 
300 communities have no black members, and 
the rest have only one or two black Sisters. 


There are approximately 200 black religious 
Brothers. 


There is only one black bishop —an auxiliary— 
in the entire U.S. : 


The Archdiocese of Baltimore, the oldest dio- 
cese in the country, has yet to ordain its first 
black diocesan priest. Los Angeles, a diocese 
of some 1,743,164 Catholics and 1,434 priests 
(including religious) has four black religious 
priests, but no black diocesan priests. 

Chicago, the largest diocese in the world, with 
2,340 priests, and 80 black parishes, enjoys the 
services of 11 black priests. 4 

The diocese of Lafayette, La., with the largest 
concentration of black Catholics in the country, 
has two black diocesan priests. New Orleans 
has two black priests and three black religious 
priests. 

Since 1968, at least 20 black priests have left 
the active ministry. During that same period, 


as many as 200 black Sisters have withdrawn 
from their congregations. Within the last two 
years, about 25 young black men have departed 
from the major seminaries of various dioceses 
or religious congregations. 


SOME MAY BE inclined to say that these 
figures are not particularly impressive or sig- 
nificant, particularly when viewed in terms of 
the over-all loss of American priests and religi- 
ous. However, when the loss of black clerical 
personnel is subtracted from a starting figure 
that is already shockingly low, the rate of loss 
must become a matter of concern. 

As black Catholics attempt to assess the 
strengths and weaknesses of the Catholic 
Church in the black community, and to define 
real goals and objectives, the matter of voca- 


tions — recruitment to the priesthood and 
religious life — must be the number one prior- 
ity. 


The Catholic Church in America established 
contact with blacks as early as the 1600 and 
1700s. St. Peter Claver, the highly esteemed 
apostle to the Negro, is reputed to have person- 
ally baptized more than 300,000 blacks. Today, 
some 370 years later, black priesthood and 
religious life are considered by many to be still 
in their infancy. 

THIS, DESPITE the long and tortuous road 
that all black aspirants to the service of the 
Church have had to travel since the early years 
of 1886, when Augustus Tolton, the first black 
priest, was ordained. 

. There are two major reasons why, for both 
black Catholics and the Church itself, black 
vocations must be a priority. 

The first is that the truest and most visible 
indication that the Church is established, i.e., 
deeply rooted, among a people is their 
acceptance of the responsibility to develop 
among themselves the full range of ministers 
(priests and religious) needed for the continua- 
tion of the Church among them. 

PRESENTLY, only 45 of the more than 800 
black Catholic churches in the U.S. have black 
pastors. Even if every black priest in the coun- 
try were a pastor, there would still be 63( 
parishes dependent.upon missionary person- 
nel. 

This is not true of any other Christian 
denomination in America. All the major 
Protestant bodies have made it a principle — 


for whatever reason — to recruit actively black 


ministers. 


The second major reason is the importance 
of black vocations as a survival factor. The 
scarcity of black vocations must be traced, 
inevitably to the days when dioceses and 
religious orders—even those whose primary 
apostolate was to blacks—refused to accept 
black candidates. This unfortunate brand of 
racism has changed only slowly, and still has 
not disappeared completely. 


THE AVERAGE black parish makes little 
reference, no matter how long it has been in 
existence, to the fact that it has produced no 
vocations to the priesthood or religious life. 


Successful recruitment of black priests and 
religious will take place only when the black 
Catholic community accepts this aspect of 
belonging to the Christian community as its 
own responsibility. 

Recruitment of vocations can be viewed as 
having two dimensions: 


EXTERNAL recruitment, or the initial pro- 
cess which motivates young people to enter a 
seminary or religious community. 


And, equally important, internal recruit- 
ment, or the development of a formation prog- 
ram which successfully continues growth in 
the understanding of Christian commitment, 
which fosters acceptance of communal goals 
and objectives, and which continually reveals 
to candidates deeper insights into the values 
of the prophetic ministry in a fragmented soci- 
ety. 


The training and formation of black semi- 
narians and religious is a vital issue. 

THE DEVELOPMENTof a training program, 
whether one that is sustained full-time over a 
number of years or one that utilizes intensive 
short-term periods intermittently during the 
year, should be the second priority of the black 
Catholic community. 

Black Catholics Concerned is about black 
Catholics responding to the obligation that is 
theirs. It is accepting the opportunity to 
analyze and assess the factors influencing 
recruitment potential in the black Catholic 
community and developing a program shaped 
to meet needs as they really are. 

Black Catholics Concerned is about the sup- 
port of full-time personnel to carry out this 
program. : 

IT IS THE FIRST significant step towards 


black Catholics coming of age after too long a 
dependence on others. 
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Question: 

I find it very difficult to persuade my 
teenage son to go to Mass every 
Sunday. He says he would rather go 
when he feels like it, instead of 
having to go because the Church says 
so. Can you suggest a good argument 
for me? 


Pope Paul recently reiterated (SC Sept. 7) 
the traditional practice in the Church: ‘‘We 
therefore re-assert . . the individual 
obligation to attend Sunday Mass... Let us 
restore this to our normal custom as 
believers.’ And so that ends the matter — 
except for the teenager and his parents! 

Having taught literally hundreds of 
Catholic teenagers for fifteen years, I believe 
the following : 


(1). You can argue night and day about the 
theology of worship and the practice of 
tradition... and get nowhere. - 


(2) You may be able to force him to church 
by employing the two specious arguments: 
“Look how you’re hurting your mother!” or 
‘As long as you’re under my roof, you’ll do 
what I say!” 


But perhaps this is just forestalling what 
should be an important step in his life: the 
personal acceptance of adult Christian 
responsibility. Perhaps we need to give him 
freedom to grow, and for this to take place it 
is necesary for us to stand back and allow him 
the privilege of making his own mistakes. 


(3) I do believe, though, that an important 
consideration for him to realize is his in- 
fluence on younger brothers and sisters who 
may not have his particular hang-up about 
this matter. 


No one will be completely happy with the 
above answer. If you have one that has ac- 
tually worked, outside of mayhem, hide not 
thy candle under a bushel basket. 


Question: 
Why don’t we have benediction 
‘anymore ? Also, what has happened 
to the exposition of the Blessed’ 
Sacrament for 40 hours? Are there no 
official devotions apart from the 
Mass? 


It was possibly due to the renewed stress on 
the centrality of the Mass, and communal 
participation in it, that these two hallowed 
devotions have lost a great deal of their 
former frequency. Moreover, one of the 
thrusts of the liturgical renewal is to avoid 
legalistic terms such as “‘official.”’ 


The only thing mentioned recently about 
the adoration of the eucharist, apart from 
Mass, is the statement in the revised En- 
chiridion of Indulgences which gragts a 
plenary indulgence (once a day only) to 
anyone who adores the Blessed Sacrament for . 
at least one half hour:

A former associate editor of 
America magazine, he is a Vatican 
historian whose current projects 
include preparation of the wartime 
papers of Pope Pius XII. 


ROME — Pope John XXIII had been Pope 
for just three months when, on Jan. 25, 1969, 
he made the first and completely unex- 
pected announcement of his plan to convoke 

- the Church’s 21st Ecumenical Council, the 
first since Vatican I of 1869-70. 


On October 11, 1962, after nearly four 
years of exhaustive preparation, the Second 
Vatican Council finally opened. 


’ Rome opened its festive arms to receive 
the cardinals, archbishops, bishops, and 
other participants of the council who had 
streamed into the city from all corners of 
the world. 


’ THE ATMOSPHERE was charged with 
suppressed excitement and anticipation, but 
beneath it all lay a disturbing weight of 
apprehension, even fear. 


Aware of this undercurrent, the 80-year- 
old Pope John, in his opening address to the 
council fathers on the morning of Oct. 11, 
felt constrained to chide the prophets of 
doom, who saw nothing but disaster ahead 
for the Church. 

But the bishops, in large numbers, were 
skeptical, confused, and disquieted. The 
Second Vatican Council, as they saw it 
beginning to take shape, could well set the 
Catholic Church back a hundred years. 


WHAT LATER became the ‘‘majority”’ in 
the council, was, in the first days of the first 
session, an unorganized and discouraged 
group of bishops. ° 

For the past three and a half years of 
preparatory work they had- been con- 
sistently overruled by the Pope’s own of- 
ficials in the Vatican congregations, 
especially by those in the Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith (Holy Office) and 
in the Congregation for Seminaries and 
Universities. 


Various decisions of Pope John in the 
preceding months had given the impression 
that the Holy Father was entirely under the 
influence of the ‘‘conservative’’ elements in 
the higher echelons of the Church. 


‘ON THE OTHER hand, the Pope had 
charmed everyone with his informality and 
readiness to part with tradition. He had 
placed his pontificate under the sign of the 


unity of Christians, and had given concrete 
expression to this by the creation of the 
Secretariat for Christian Unity. He had 
arranged that Protestant and Orthodox 
clergy be invited to participate as observers 
at the council. 


Despite all this, however, the bishops 
from northern European countries were 
pessimistic. The real decisions seemed, at 
least at that moment, to be in the hands of 
those who were hostile to all the liturgical, 
theological, pastoral, and other related 
enterprises already underway in those 
countries. A “‘massacre of the intellectuals”’ 
appeared imminent. 


THERE ARE THOSE who say that Pope 
John temporized in order to gain time for 
the council to constitute itself: once con- 
vened, it was believed, it would become the 
master of its own destiny. 


This is a possible explanation of the 
pontiff’s apparent softness in the immediate 
pre-conciliar months. In his inaugural 
address on Oct. 11, 
“predominantly pastoral’’ role of the 
council, But his urgings, many feared, 
would be no guarantee that the council 
would not take the time-honored road of 
previous councils, marked by the customary 
warning signs of condemnations and 
anathemas. 


The French and German bishops were 
particularly concerned, and their leadership 
in the first days was to prove vital and 
decisive. 


POPE JOHN’S ideas were never very 
clear—or at least precise—to others, and 
probably not even to himself. But he did tip 
the balance at the most strategic and 
critical moment, in a way that was a 
revelation of his spirit and his methods. 


The watershed for the council in those 
first formative days was the crucial vote of 
Nov. 20, 1962, on the issue of the relationahip 
between tradition and Scripture. 


A preliminary draft of ‘“‘The Dogmatic 
Constitution on Divine Revelation’’ was 
presented for discussion and met with 
severe criticism. After.a few days, a vote 
was taken to decide whether the draft should 
be rewritten. 


THE RESULT WAS affirmative by about 
60 per cent; but according to the regulations 
set up beforehand, a two-thirds majority 
was required for this somewhat drastic step. 

I remember vividly the thick gloom that 
pervaded the press room that evening, 
reflecting the despair of the French and 
German bishops who had striven mightily to 
secure the necessary two-thirds vote. 


It was at this point that Pope John made 
his famous intervention: he overrode the 
regulation, confirmed the majority

‘~ DENVER — “Greater 
personal _ responsibility, 
individual dignity, social 
concern and participation” 
are the most striking fruits 
of the Second Vatican 
Council for women religious 
in the Catholic Church, 
according to a nun who was 
an auditor at the council. 


Making an assessment of 
the impact of Vatican II some 
ten years after it began, 
Sister Mary Luke Tobin, a 
former superior general of 
her order, the Sisters. of 
Loretto, said that from her 
perspective the Church is 
“making headway’’ in its 
renewal, although at times 
“slowly.” 


At the same time, she 
noted that ‘‘many Catholics”’ 
especially the laity, have 
failed to integrate into their 
lives the concept of 
responsibility that was put 
forward by the council. 


“THE COUNCIL told us, 
‘you are the Church,’ but 
many Catholics have not 
understood that they must 
participate more fully.” 

She indicated that it may 
be the particular role of the 
religious to ‘‘take the lead” 
in making the entire people 
of God more aware of their 
opportunities for  par- 


ticipation and responsibility. 


Generally ‘‘optimistic”’ 
about the changes that have 
taken place and which she 
believes will ~continue to 
occur in years to come, 
Sister Tobin said that from 
her point of view change for 
religious women has cen- 


tered in four areas: ‘‘per- 
sonal responsibiliy, in- 
dividual dignity, social 


concern and participation.” 


A STRONG social activist 
and outspoken opponent of 
the Vietnam war, Sister 
Tobin is also a_ strong 
proponent of women’s rights 
in the Church and in society. 


“I would have liked some 
stronger positions on these 
areas in the Vatican 
documents,’ she observed. 
“But I still think there is 
enough substance there, and, 
after all, progress has been 
made.”’ 

Touching again on_ her 
Vatican II “theme”? — you 
are the Church — she said 
this “‘made a_great dif- 
ference to marty in the 
religious life and to many 
congregations,’’ because it 
also can be stated, “*You are 
the congregation.” 


TODAY, SHE said, as 
typified by her own order, all , 
members of the Sister Tobin 


_ roles and for 


congregation are “‘involved”’ 
in the operation more than 
ever before. ‘‘Each one feels 
she has an _ important 
responsibility.”’ 

Sister Tobin pointed to 
increased participation of 
nuns in general chapters and 
assemblies, the growing 
involvement in_ policy- 
making and decisions, the 
openness, and especially the 
“improved communication”’ 
on all levels. 

Stressing the necessity of 
communications in today’s 
congregations, the nun who 
now serves as an ad- 
ministrator for her order’s 
Denver province said, *‘Nuns 
are now, more than ever 
before, choosing their own 
that reason 
must keep in touch.” 

ONE OF THE new ap- 
proaches to religious life 
which Sister Tobin attributes 
to Vatican: II is the 
emergence of the ‘‘im- 
portance of the person” as 
opposed to the importance of 
the congregation. 

She said the person is the 
“greatest asset’? even 
though she must work within 
the framework of the 
congregation and follow its 
general policies. 

“But, today, you have nuns 
being able to choose more 


alternatives, which in turn 
brings about a greater 
consciousness of the need for 
personal responsibility. 


“AND THIS growing role 
of responsible action — for 
instance in the election of 
delegates, in caucuses — 
leads to developing the best 
interests of the community.” 


Sister Tobin believes that 
nuns ‘‘must develop their 
own potential and talents to 
make the best contribution”’ 
and she is convinced that this 
direction is ‘“‘very much in 
line’ with the Vatican II 
documents. 


‘‘Many Catholics have not 
understood that Vatican II 
gave them the opportunity to 
assume greater personal 
responsibility for the Church 
and for developing their own 
roles,” she asserted. She 
said this is especially true 
among the laity. 

“CONGREGATIONS (of 
nuns) who take these themes 
seriously perhaps should 
take the lead in making 
others in the Church aware 
of their duties and op- 
portunities,” Sister Tobin 
said. 

Turning to social concern, 
the nun observed that 
Vatican II condemed ‘‘all’’ 
discrimination, by race, 
nationality, sex, ete., and 


“‘put us in a strong position 
on these questions. 


“IT ALSO HELPED us 
take a new look at war, and 
called us to serious social 
concern.” 


Also as a result of Vatican 
II, Sister Tobin said, ‘new 
ministries’” for Sisters have 
arisen. ‘“‘They are still in- 
terested in teaching and 
healing but they are 
beginning to -develop in- 
novations while staying 
within the traditional 
system.”’ 


She mentioned that her 
own congregation has Sisters 
who are working among 
drug addicts, doing coun- 
seling in prisons, and 
assisting in parish work. 

THREE SISTERS are 
working with the farm 
worker movement in 
California and three others 
= still within the 
congregation — have 
adopted a full contemplative 
life. 


And _ while she 
there are ‘‘some negative 
things,’ she also believes 
that Sisters throughout the 
Church are becoming more 
and more convinced that 
they ‘‘are the Church, that 
they are the congregation.”

State abortions up 3,000% since ‘67 


SACRAMENTO — Legal 
abortions in California have 
sky-rocketed from 5,000 to 
150,000 since the state’s 1967 
liberalized therapeutic 
abortion act — a 3,000 per 
cent increase_in 5 years. 


These abortion statistics 
were revealed by Dr. Walter 
Ballard, chief, maternal 
health and family planning 
division, state Public Health 
Department. 


—5,000 abortions in 1968, 
first full year of abortion act. 


—15,000 in 1969; 116,750 in 
1971; 140,000 to 150,000 in 1972 
and a projected 160,000 in 
1973. 


—4l per cent of last year’s 
abortions paid by Medi-Cal 
at cost of at least $300 each — 
or $15 million a year from 
state funds. 


—Peak of abortions ex- 
pected to level off next year 
as publicly financed birth 
control programs take ef- 
fect. 


—Three. abortions for 
every 10 live births in 1971. 


—Hospital panel of three 
doctors ‘“‘virtually a rubber 
stamp,’’ panel approval 
“virtually 100 percent,’”’ and 
“not up to physician, but up 
to patient.” 


—f ive out of seven women 
getting, legal abortions in 


1970 were unmarried. 
—Only five deaths last 
year in abortions, compared 
with 20-30 annually from 
illegal abortions before 1968. 
—Mortality rate four times 


as great for live births as for 
abortions. 


These statistics were given 
by Dr. Ballard before the 
state Social Welfare Board 
and in an interview. 


Respect Life gets 
New Jersey boost 


TRENTON, N.J. — Dr. 
Edwin Palmer, a Christian 
Reformed clergyman who 
heads the New Jersey Right 
to Life Committee, an- 
nounced that his 
organization will take part in 
Respect Life Week, Oct. 1-7, 
throughout the state. 

He said that for the ob- 
servance, which is sponsored 
by the nation’s Catholic 
hierarchy, his group has 
offered its services, 
materials and facilities. 

Special programs will be 
conducted in the Paterson, 
Newark, Trenton and 
Camden Catholic dioceses. 


ALTHOUGH the major 
thrust of Respect Life Week 
is to focus on the ‘‘sanctity of 
human life as an alternative 
to abortion,”’ it will also deal 
with peace, poverty, the 
aged, youth problems and 
the family. 


Dr. Palmer said that the

the basic right of workers to 
strike that it renders this 
right ‘“‘meaningless.”’ 


Acknowledging the 
necessity of ‘‘equitable and 
adequate legislation’’ to 
protect the free exercise of 
farm workers’ basic rights, 
the bishops said they urge 
the state’s voters to reject 
the initiative because it 
would ‘‘unjustly limit the 
rights of the farm workers 
and it would not bring peace 
and harmony to _ the 
California agricultural 
scene. 

““LEGISLATION is 
needed, but it must respect 
the legitimate rights of the 
farm workers as well as the 
growers.” 


The bishops said they are 
“keenly conscious’’ of the 
problems faced by growers, 
especially smal: f-mily 
farmers. 

They noted that small 
growers are forced to 
assume increased produc- 
tion costs which hardly have 
an impact on large corporate 
growers. 


THEY DEFENDED the 
“consumer boycott’’ 
Strategy used by farm 
workers’ groups to gain 
bargaining rights, stating 
that “it is the only means 
available to the farm 
workers in the absence of 
appropriate legislation.” 


The bishops based their 
conclusions on the ‘‘bedrock 
social doctrine of our 
Church” as proclaimed in 
the Vatican II Pastoral 
Constitution on the Church in 
the Modern World. 


They noted that this 
document calls for freely 
founded and respresentative 
labor unions. 


THEY OBSERVED that as 
far back as 1966—during the 
initial grape strike in 
‘Delano—they outlined in 

_ detail the teaching of the 
Church on the mutual rights 
and. responsibilities of 
growers and farm workers. 


They also noted that, with 
the participation of the 
Catholic bishops’ ad hoc 
committee on farm labor, 
considerable time was spent 
by the Church in a mediation 
role, “a role entered into 
because no governmental 
agency...had any jurisdic- 
tion in agricultural labor 
relations.” 


The proposition, sponsored 
by California growers 
organizations, agro-business 
groups and the _ state 
Chamber of Commerce, was 
placed on the ballot after it 
received 350,000 qualifying 
signatures. 


THE PROPOSAL is 
strongly opposed by the 
United Farm Workers 
Union, state trade unions 
and the California AFL-CIO 
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New Jersey Right to Life 
Committee is also concerned 
with such issues as 
euthanasia (mercy killing) 
and mandatory sterilization. 

In addition to his work 
with .the committee, Dr. 
Palmer also serves as 
executive secretary of the 
New International Bible. He 
also received degrees from 
Harvard, Westminster 
Theological Seminary, and 
the Free Universty of Am- 
sterdam.

Federal court voids fetus-protecting abortion law. 


HARTFORD — _  Con- 
necticut’s new abortion law, 
passed at a_ special 


legislative session in May, 
was ruled unconstitutional 
here by a three-judge federal 
panel. 


Last April, the same three- 
judge court struck down the 
state’s 19th century abortion 
statute by a 2-to-1 decision — 
the same margin by which 
the new law was invalidated. 


Judge Jon O. Newman, 
who wrote the majority 
opinion, rejected the state’s 
contention that a fetus was a 
legal person: entitled to 
constitutional rights. 


“HE SAID THE abortion 
law violated the rights of a 
woman ‘‘to privacy and 
personal choice in matters of 
sex and family life.” 


“There is nothing in the 
history of that amendment 
(14th Amendment) nor in its 
interpretation by the 
Supreme Court to give any 
support whatsoever to the 
contention that a fetus has 
constitutional rights,” said 
the 16-page opinion, which 
was supported by U.S. Senior 
Circuit Judge J. Edward 
Lumbard. 
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Some opponents of the new 
abortion statute charged it 
resulted from Catholic 
pressures on legislators. 
About 43 per cent of the 
state’s residents are 
Catholics. 


“NO DOUBT,”’ the court’s 
majority opinion said, ‘‘in 
the opinion of people, the 
nature of the fetus as a 
human being is a matter of 
absolute moral certainty. 


“We do not doubt the 
sincerity of those who-hold 
this view. 

“But

IN AFFIRMING a 
woman’s right. to privacy 
and personal choice in 
sexual and family matters, 
the majority opinion said: 


“If the right of privacy 
means anything, it is the 
right of the individual, 
married or single, to be free 
from unwarranted govern- 
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mental intrusion into mat- 
ters so fundamentally af- 
fecting a person as the 
decision whether to bear or 
beget a child.” 

U.S. District Court Judge 
T. Emmet Clarie, who wrote 
the minority opinion, ob- 
jected to the majority’s 
arguments on the ground 
that they represented 
federal judicial intrusion 
into the legislative sphere. 


He said the legislature, 
not the judiciary, ‘‘was 
designed by our founding 
fathers to reflect the stan- 
dards of human decency...” 


THE WORDING in the 
new law was designed to 
discourage the practice of 
performing abortions to 
preserve what doctors said 
was the mother’s mental 
health.

Some forces tried then to 
have the bill killed through a 
country-wide referendum. 
_ THIS FELL by _ the 
wayside when Leone had to 
call early elections because 
the ruling coalition seemed 
about to break up. 

Now it appears, with neo- 
Fascists’ gains in the recent 
election, there may be a 
‘possibility. of- repealing or 
watering down the divorce 
law since the Fascists, as 
well as the Christian 
Democrats, oppose it.

THE SECRETARIAT of the Bishops’ 
Committee for Ecumenical and In- 
terreligious Affairs (BCEIA) has produced 
the new study guide and a response form. 
These have been sent to every Catholic 
diocesan ecumenical office in the U.S. 

The diocesan offices were urged to 
scheduled meetings by the end of November 
to get as much grassroots input as possible 
into the discussion of the report. The BCEIA 
secretariat hopes to have a composite report 


mittee by January 1973. 


The 1971 study report on NCC affiliation 
has been submitted to all Catholic bishops as 
well as board members of the NCC. 


ALSO ASKED to comment on the report 
were leaders of the 33 member Churches of 
the NCC, state and local council officers, 
Catholic diocesan ecumenical commissions, 
major religious superiors and heads of 
national Catholic agencies. 


Established in 1950, the NCC is now 
composed of Protestant, Anglican and 
Orthodox communions with a combined 
membership of about 42.3 million.

Swiss house 
votes to end 
ban on Jesuits 


BERNE — The National 
Council (lower house) of the 
Swiss Parliament has ap- 
proved a 
sponsored bill to abolish a 
124-year-old ban forbidding 
Jesuits to exercise any 
educational or religious 
function in Switzerland. 


The bill, already approved 
by the Council of States 
(upper house), was passed 
by a vote of 121 to 3. Because 
annulment of the ban will 
involve a_ constitutional 
amendment, the bill will be 
submitted to a national 
referendum. 


The bill cancels a clause 
written into the 1848 con- 
stitution, following an 1847 
“Sonderbund”’ insurrection 
of Catholic cantons in 
Switzerland’s brief 
secessionist war. 


IT ALSO CANCELS a 
constitutional clause for- 
bidding construction of new 
Catholic monasteries and 
convents. 


The 1848 ban specifically 
forbade the Society of Jesus 
from land ownership, 
preaching and officiating in 
ehurches. Actually, 
however, Swiss authorities 
have been tolerant in ap- 
plying the regulations.
